Construction oC 5.3 miles of rond between the Clear Inkea bridge and V. S. 30 nlonn the 
south Hide of Snake river Wcclncadiiy had drawn the opposition of the Buhl Chamber of 
Commerce and Carl D. Invin, slate nenator from Twin Falls county. 

Glenn Wyatt, president of the Buhl Chamber of Commerce, Wednesday afternoon 
that a committee of the Buhl chamber would po to Boise the latter part of the week to 
protest to Gov. Arnold M. Williams the outlay of an estimated $53,000 for the conatruction 
of the road. 

Wyatt said that the "road would be in such a place as to provide value to such few rcsi. 
dents, that the Buhl cham- 
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her was of the opinion 
that the money could be spent 
more profitably on other roads 
within the highway district. 

Tho Buhl Chnmbsr of Commerce 
went on record Tucidny noon oppo- 
n Ins the road con.itnictlon. Work on 
tho rond wns bcHun last Tucvltty 
nrtcmoon by equlpmcnS rented by 
the alatc from prlvnle contrnclo 
The road Li bclnj built without 
contract. 

Wyntt iiald that members of the 
committee to contact tho Rovernor 
lud not been named yet. 

He Slid that tho proposed rond 
would bencIJt only n few rcaldenU 
and ft-ould be of prnctlcally no viilue 
t^ the commuiilly. He said the 
chamber objected to the iatgrt outlay 
of money for such n road when 
thrre was a Rreat' need for other 
roadi In Uie Duhl hlRhway dLitrict. 
Intln rrateila 
Senator Irwln Wcdnradny Joined 
In protesting any lurther expendi- 
ture of Btato lunda on whaS he des- 
cribed u "a road tliat will itcrve 
little purpose bo far as the general 
public U concerned." 

He voleed his disapproval ot tho 
road after making a personal trip 
of Inspection.

Beet Growers Blast

Terming the farm labor problem "a constant headache 
to the grower," Harold Nagle, state secretary of the Idaho 
Beet Growers association, told the annual meeting of Twin 
Falls county beet raisers that the only corrective process "is 
to take hold of it and handle it ourselves.' 

"It's time wo told the extension service that we are put- 
ting up with too much inexperienced help," he averred, "and 
I think we .should take farm labor management out of thi 
hands of bureaucrats and 
jealous, overlapping govern- 
ment agencies and return it 
to the .sugar companies who 
used to take care of it." 

Amonft Nagle's lUgBCsUon 
Uie near-100 farmers who attended 
tho yearly organizational meeting 
Tuesday night, was the proposed 
hiring of an agricultural "brnln- 
truster" from Washington. D, C. 
"to work on hard finding ways for 
farmers to get more out of tho sugar 
dollar Bs'tne sugar companies do."

Kenneth Kail, president of the Twin Falls chapter of the 
Idaho Education n.i3ociation, Tuesday afternoon said, "Teach- 
cra in the Twin Falls school 
system appreciate the board's 
effort in trying to further a 
program to increase teacher's 
salaries." 

Jolm H. Breckcnrldge, chairman of 
the tnistees, pointed out) that the 
trustees are powerles.! to raise the 
salaries of teachers now under con- 
tract and that it was the corueiuus 
of opinion that Immediate relief to 
the teachers can be afforded only 
through legislative action. 

Teachers recenUy requested a MOO 
a year raise effeeUve Immediately 
a proposal that was turned down by 
the tnistees only lasti week. 

At a meeUng after the reJccUon 
of their demands, teachers discussed 
possibilities of aftlllaUng with tho 
Amercan Federation of Labor and 
many favored "unbinding" their 
con tracts. 

Kail said tliat he. had heard sev- 
eral teachen comment favortnfly on 
the board's action and hoped that ' 
It would have some weight with 
lenlalatora ■ la the county to press 
demands for relief for teachers.
